BEJTATOB ALLEN WAS IN THE WAY. 


!• Disclaimed Any Intention of Father- 
ing Charge! Made Against tbe Candi- 
date, but Wanted to Investigate So He 
Would Be Able to Vote Intelligently 
on This Important Matter. 
Washington, Jan. 15.—Indirect con- 


jlderation of the nomination of Hon. 
Joseph McKenna to be associate justice 
of the United States supreme court oc- 
tupied the entire time of the executive 
leasion of the senate. 


The discussion was the result of an 


effort on the part of Senator Allen 
(Pop.) of Nebraska to secure a post- 
ponement for two weeks. In the end 
a compromise was reached deferring 
consideration a week on the condition 
that the Nebraskasenator should agree 
to allow a vote to be taken on that day. 


The debate upon Mr. McKenna's 


nomination was precipitated by Sena- 
tor Hoar, chairman of the committee 
on judiciary, who called up the nomi- 
nation in.accordance with previous no- 
tice and ,-asked for immediate action. 
In doing this Mr. Hoar spoke briefly of 
the opposition to Mr. McKanna, saying 
that the judiciary committee had in- 
vestigated most of the charges made 
and had reached the conclusion that 
they were without foundation. 


He said that the greater number of 


charges had been made bythe members 
of the American Protective association, 
and that as theyhad been founded sole- 
ly upon the fact Chat Mr. McKenna was

they had not been deemed worthy of 
serious consideration. Mr. Hoar dwelt 
at some length upon this point, exco- 
riating any men who would attempt to 
inject a question of religion into a con- 
troversy over a man's fitness for office. 


Senator White of California also 


spoke of the effort of American Pro- 
tective association to interfere with the 
course of the senate in giving proper 
attention to a question the determina- 
tion of which should depend upon con- 
siderations of fitness and justice as be- 
tween man and man rather than upon 
an appeal to bigotry, prejudice and a 
false claim of patriotism. 


•. He spoke of the American Protective 
association as "fools who could not be 
properly characterized in the senate." 
He had no patience, he said, with men 
who held the opinion that Catholics 
must necessarily consult the pope or 
some other 
high functionary of the 


Catholic 
church in every important 


transaction of their lives! and added 
that he was convinced that the Ameri- 
can senate would not bo influenced for 
a moment by such representations as 
would be made by an order of the 


Character of the A. P. A. 


Mr. McKenna's confirmation should 


depend entirely upon different consid- 
erations. As for himself, while he did 
not contend that Mr. McKenna was a 
giant in his legal attainments, still ho 
believed him to be an honorable man, 
a competent lawyer and a just jurist, 
and he should support his confirmation. 


It was here that Mr. Allen interposed 


an objection to immediatoaction. When 
his request for two weeks' delay was 
met with refusal he took the floor and 
proceeded to give his reasons for the 
request, which were in the main that 
he wanted, and he thought the senate 
should have, more time for considera- 
tion than had been given to it. 


He called attention co the impor- 


tance of the office to which Mr. Mc- 
Kenna had been named, saying it was 
a place which he would occupy proba- 
bly during the remainder of his life, 
and that the senate and the American 
public had a right to demand that tho 
charges should be sifted to the bottom. 


He said that so far as the opposition 


of the American Protective association 
was concerned it did not influence him 
In the least, and he agreed with all 
that had been said as to the

dices or predilections. There were 
Btill other charges which were, to his 
mind, far more serious, and to prove 
that such was the case he read at 
length from letters and newspapers at- 
tacking Mr. McKenna's record as an 
c-ttorney and jurist on the ground o£ 
want of legal attainments. 


The greater part of Mr. Allen's speech 


was devoted to reading these docu- 
ments. He called especial attention to 
an attack made by the bar of the Pa- 
cific coast, which he said was deserv- 
ing of more consideration than had 
been given it. 


He also stated that he had under- 


stood that the chnrgo had been made 
that large corporations had boon in- 
strumental in securing Mr. McKenna's 
nomination. 
He thought this matter 


also should bo looked into more thor- 
oughly than the senate had had oppor- 
tunity to do. 


Mr. Allen disclaimed any intention 


to father any of the charges made, but 
asserted that his sole purpose was (.0 
secure time for their proptv investiga- 
tion.

Washington, Jan. !5.—It was the in- 


tention of the house managers to pro- 
ceed with the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill, but owing to tho ox- 
cited condition of affairs in Havana and 
the wildly exaggerated reports afloat, 
they decided to avoid the possibility of j 
opening up a Cuban debate by relin- j 
quishing the day to the committee on 
claims in charge of bills on the private 
calendar.
